THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER 
GEN- 


ERAL HAZEN, in his report on the ef- 
fect of the redaction of letter post- 
age from three to two cents, says: 


The results of 2 cent postage have 


more than realized the most sanguine 
expectations of its warmest advo- 
cates. By the act of March 3, 1885, 
the unit of weight on letters is in- 
creased from half an ounce to one 
ounce, to take effect on the first of 
July next, and we shall then]have in 
this country literally the "penny 
postage" of Great Britain, the nnit 
of weight being one ounce in that 
country and the English penny be- 
ing the equivalent of 2 cents of our 
currency. A substantial advantage 
in favor of our people is, however, to 
be found in the much greater ex- 
panse of territory over which letters 
may be conveyed at the same charge 
as in Great Britain. The increase 
of the unit of weight, beside being a 
convenience to the public, will, I am 
satisfied, prove beneficial to the de- 
partment as a revenue measure. "On 
less the statistics are at fault, it will 
not be likely to materially increas*- 
the average weight of letters sein 
through the mails, and it will un 
doubtedly induce the sending undi r 
seal at letter rates of a large class of 
valuable matter now sent in wrapped 
parcels at the cheaper rates now 
charged on fourth-class matter. 


WHEN the Russians drove the Af- 


ghans from Fal-i-bhisti and Penjdeh 
the latter retreated to Merachak, the 
principal town in the Penjdeh oasis. 
The Russian theory of the Penjdeh 
affair was that the Afghans left their 
position at Ak-tepe, near the junc- 
tion of the Kusch and Mnrghab riv- 
ers, crossed the Kusch River to Pul- 
i-khisti, and demonstrated against 
the Russian camp to the north. 
General Komaroff asked that the 
force retire across the Kusch River, 
and when this was refused he at- 
tacked the Afghans at Pnl-i-khisti, 
drove them across the Kuscb River, 
and pursued thorn to 
Penjdeh. 


When the Afghans retreated to Mer- 
nchak, conceded to be in Afghan ter- 
ritory, the RuEsians retired from the 
Penjdeh oasis to the west side of the 
Kusch Kiver. 


The English theory of the Penj- 


deh affair was that the Russians 
found a pretext to drive the Afghans 
ont of Penjdeh preparatory to a 
march on Herat by way of Meruchak 
and Kusch. 
If the reported occupa- 


tion of Meruchak is confirmed, the 
British theory will be sustained, and 
the Russian advance will be regard- 
ed as a virtual declaration of war. 
If the Leasar boundary line is fixed 
upon, the Russians at Meruchak 
would still be in Turkestan territory,

Promise of More Shop Plume for Decatur. 


In the days agone It was predicted frequent- 


ly by the wise once that some flay theWnbaeh 
would do tho handsome thing by Decatur, In 
the way of bringing many of its important 
shops to this point, and thus swell tho popula- 
tion o( the city and increase the volume of 
business In various channels of trade. Deca- 
tur hafi held her grip under the different man- 
agements of the railway, ohii fly because of her 
location at the intersection of the various dl 
verging branches ot the road. Of late years 
she has been gaining on and drawing from 
former centres—Springfield, Peorla, Toledo, 
and in no small degree from St. Louis, until 
now Decatur is the headquarters of many de- 
partments of the road, with new shop build- 
ings erected, and estimated railway popula- 
tion from the Wabash alone of nearly 600 act- 
ive employes, representing by families say 
2,600 to 3,000 souls, youuxr and old. This la 
doing pretty well, and is a good starter for the 
3,000 to 4,000 Wabash employes who will sooner 
or later make their homes in this thriving 
city, where eventua'ly all the chief shops of 
the road will be permanently located.

NEW BUILDINGS. 


A force of men under George C. Simmons 


are now putting up a substantial building 
directly north of the Union depot platform, 
whk'h is to be used as a paint eliop for passen- 
ger and freight cars made nnd icpalredin a 
building not far ctt. It is 180 feet in length 
and ia 60 feet wide. Two car tracks run into 
the building from the cast end, and will fur- 
nish Epace from end to end lor 10 to 18 tars at 
a time. This large structure hides from the 
view of the people on tho depot platform the 
other shops lately built by the Wabahb. 


The now building north of it is the office of 


W. M. Martin, superintendent of the car de- 
partment for the Wnbasb system. His chief 
clerk is Captain J. G. Daedenhauscn; M. B. 
Schalfer, draughtsman; P. G. Schafer, cleric. 
The other clerks ore C. E. Head, H. H. Daw- 
aon, Eugene Head and G. II. Dacdenhauscn. 
On tho lower lloor is the office of B. D. Kose, 
the general foreman of the shops, Hla clerk 
Is W. M. Martin, and here J. H. Hoy, the store- 
keeper, bas hla desk. A long and wide room 
into which the reporter had a look contains 
the hardware supplies of the different branch- 
es of the road, The stock is very large, but It 
is soon to lie increased to a still greater quan- 
tity. Articles and packages are sent out in 
different directions on nearly every 1rain. 


Beyond this building is another large struct- 


ure, comparatively new, which is used as a 
repair shopTa building in which passenger 
and freight cars, wrecked on the road, or worn 
out, are brought here to be made new and fit 
for service. Adjoining it is a low building 
whore band-cars are made. There Is a vast 
amount of machinery used, all kept in motion 
by steam power. In the car department alone 
there are fully 200 men employed. Tho differ- 
ent foremr n are George W. llatbttway, passen- 
ger cars; GcorgeFudge, ft eight; IkoTerhune, 
saw shop; Fred Fcldt, machine shop; C. D. 
Holliday, tin shop; S. A.Flcnner, upholstery; 
S. P. Wayne, paint ahop; Ira Meisenheiter, 
blacksmith shop; W. H. True, yard fo eman; 
Charles Chandler, laboring force. 


Further east is the large round house, the 


homo of the 20 railway locomotives, and at- 
tached to this crescent shaped brick is another 
machine shop, with Charley Adams in charge 
oE the stationary engine. The round house 
and everj thing relating to it Is the special do- 
main of Frank H. Pajne, tho assistant master 
mechanic, whose clerk is George Handy. Mr. 
Payne has 112 men in tho machinery depart- 
ment, with Eu. Saeseen as foreman. This 
number doee not include the 80 engineers and 
firemen. 


In addition to the above divisions of the op- 


erating forces there are the passenger and 
freight conductors with their crews; the tele- 
graph and freight office men, watchmen, call- 
ers, track men, yard men, etc., the whole num- 
ber aggregating about 000. The pay roll for 
the company In Decatur averages about 140,- 
000 a month, and most of this cash la distribut- 
ed among the merchants of the city. Forty 
thousand dollars a month aggregate* $480,000 
a year. A goodly number of the employes 
have families, and they are economical, using 
their surplus in the purchase of tomes in the 
fifth and other wards. New dwellings go up 
every season, and the builder generally proves 
to be a Wabash man. 


PBOSPBCT9. 


The recent Improvements at this point by 


the company naturally led the reporter to be- 
lieve that other shops and departments of the 
road would be located in Deoatur. Of course 
It cannot be said now that other shops will be 
brought here, but It is very probable that be- 
fore another year has pr ssed away, the com- 
pany will commence the repairing and con- 
struction of railway locomotives In Decatur. 
All the slgna point that way, and If we got this 
plum, then Decatur will have tho bulge on 
Springfield and Toledo to a great degree, and 
the managers in time may concentrate all the 
chief shops here. It U only B question of time. 
Decalur is the central point on the eastern or 
middle division for the shops, and those ac- 
quainted with the situation say the bosses of 
the road are fast learning that it will be large- 
ly to thoir Interest to have the most of their 
work done here. 


The ground about the depot is limited, but 


they can get abundant space east of the coal 
shaft, or out on the lino of the Champaign di- 
vision of the toaH, where rolling mill buildings 
and other shops could spread themselves.

About the New Coal Shaft—Other 


Mining Chat. 


It was on April 23,1884, that the first ihovel 


full of dirt was lifted for the new *oal rtiaft 
hole, on the ground north of the Illlnoii Mid- 
land depot, and to-day the wide hole li tunk to 
a depth of 23U feet. The Decatur company 
was unfortunate some months ago ID striking 
a lot of quicksand, and all the work done pre- 
viously was lost to them. They bad too much 
money invested in the enterprise, and without 
delay they renewed operations and Boon were 
bosses of the situation. There are now 36 men 
working steadily In and about the shaft, under 
the direction of the superintendent, llr. Hark 
Moran, who Is a miner of years ot experience 
and Is a courteous gentleman. He bus kept a 
record of the character of the earth passed 
through since the work began, li if given be- 
low:

The above will be Interesting to students of 


geology and those concerned ID mining oper- 
ations. The diggers are now passing through 
a reddish substance, and are working quite 
rapidly. The eompacy hope to strike a pay- 
ing vein of coal at a depth of 600 feet. Their 
faiih seems to be founded on a rock, for they 
are now going abend in their preparations for 
the construction of a large and expensive 
tower. The 12.5 horse power boilers, made at 
tbe Decatur Novelty Works, arc now on tim- 
bers near the shaft. They will be puton brick 
foundations and under a roof as quickly as 
possible, when the old machinery will be cast 
aside. It Is intended to build the new tower 
larger than the one at the other mine, and add 
improvements so that coal may be screened 
more sali'factorlly and more rapidly. Opera- 
tors at tho new mine, when .coal Is reached, 
will make their homes east of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, where new dwellings will soon 
spring up. 


The new shaft will serve as an escapement 


or connection with the first mine. The com- 
pany are working gradually toward the now 
shaft. They are cutting a gallery about BO feet 
wide and 6 to 7 feet deep toward the now shaft. 
Tbe miners are now about at the corner of 
Bast North and Illinois streets. If no accident 
occurs, the coal in the new mine will be reach- 
ed before the connecilng gallery is completed, 
aLd tben the operators in the now mine will 
nrst work toward the old mine and complete 
the connection before working in any other 
direction. 


The miners dig under lots and streets, but 


the depth is BO great and the scam ao insignifi- 
cant, that the excavations occasion no misgiv- 
ings and cannot create any damage.

Ind., lias looHted in Decatnr, and has 
established his office in the John R. Mil- 
ler building on North Main street. Mr. 
Wright is a merchandise broker and will 
represent many of the leading houses in 
the east and west, being constantly ad- 
vised by telegraph of the fluctuations in 
prices. He will sell to firms in Decatnr, 
Bloomington, Champaign, Danville, Peo- 
ri't, Lincoln, Springfield, Pano, Terre 
Haute, Jacksonville, and to merchants in 
more distant cities. The location of Mr, 
Wright here will be a good thing for 
Decatur wholesalers because they can 
secure information of lively interest to 
them every day direct from him, without 
using the wires themselves. Mr. Wright 
will bring his family here and occupy a 
cottage.

The Old and the New. 


The close of an administration and

It was a good start, and if 
the council will pieserve the same 
independence of action it will receive 
the plaudits of the people. 
The 


close of the administration of Mayor 
Chambers, however, furnishes a good 
opportunity for something in the 
way of retrospect, and while ifc is the 
most natural thing in the world for 
people to find fault with thoir rulers 
we cannot but think that a calm and 
thoughtful examination of the events 
which mark the course of Mayor 
Chambers' administration will result 
in the conviction that it has accom- 
plished much that has been of last- 
ing benefit to the city. The farewell 
ad'dreas of the late mayor, which will 
be found on our fourth page, sets 
forth a few of the notable events of 
his administration. The list of per- 
manent improvements enumerated 
by the mayor as accomplished during 
the two years just closed will show 
that the expenditures made resulted 
in something more than mere tem- 
porary helps, and that the permanent 
gain to the city has been such as t'fie 
mayor and council may point to with 
pride. 
In the matter of sidewalks 


especially the council is to be con- 
gratulated on the progress made. 
Instead of the broken and dilapida- 
ted wooden walks of a couple of 
years ago we have now miles of per- 
manent brick pavements, and the 
most remote parts of the city can 
now be reached with reasonable com- 
fort. It is true that the sidewalk 
policy of the council has caused a 
great deal of complaint, and in some 
cases has worked positive hardship, 
but these are incidents inseparable 
from any policy. 
Sidewalks are a 


necessity, and no plan for building 
them ever devised in the history of 
the city has accomplished so much. 
The policy of the late administration 
with reference to this question Las 
at last been gennrally acquiesced in, 
and it i« to be hoped that it will not 
be disturbed, for it is working with 
eminent success. 
The old council 


and Mayor Chambers are entitled to 
the thanks of the people for the suc- 
cessful carrying out of a scheme that 
has done so much to add to the beau- 
ty and comfort of the city. A little 
reflection will suggest many reasons 
why the administration that stepped 
down and out hist night should re- 
ceive the approval of its general pol- 
icy by the people. It is easy to 
grumble and find fault, but who can 
point to an administration that has 
accomplished more of permanent 
good for the city f

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 30,1885. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN:—your paper has remind- 


ed me regularly ol your nourishing lltilo city. 
When I contrast it with Washington my esti- 
mation of the western city Is not lessened, yet 
J cannot fail to observe how different are the 
reasons for which tho two cities flourish. I 
dare say that Docatur with ita 12,000 Inhabit- 
ants has ttvo times tho number of manufacto- 
ries of which this place can boast. It perhaps 
is not strange that Washington has no flour- 
Ing mills, but wuou wo loam that it neither 
supports a blasting furnace nor a check-rower 
manufactory, wo are forced to conclude that 
it is In a greater degree of antlnulty lhan we 
supposed. But tho rattle of the coach and cab 
soems to compensate for the ring and whirr ol 
hammer and wheel. Of course dry goods, 
elothlug and ifrocery stores are numerous, hut 
aside from tho supply of the people's immedi- 
ate wants there seems to be but little business 
enterprise. People come here to lire, that ia 
to spend their money and enjoy society; and 
the beauty or tho city bears good evidence ol 
their pride in making this a delightful place 
to live. The broad streets are paved In »n 
admirable manner and are everywhere lined 
with woll-kopt trees. Of course, from danger 
of fire, no frame dwellings with fantastic de- 
signs which the Decatur people call artistic 
are allowed to bo erected, but with terra ootta 
and brick and stone In every form, the archi- 
tect has no trouble to combine beauty with 
stability and taste. Considerable credit for 
making tho city what It is must be given 1o 
ex-Qovornor Shepherd of the district, who, 
about 1870, superintended the paving of tho 
streets and tho planting of some 67,000 trees 
a'ong tho streets and in the numerous little 
parks that so pleasantly surprise one as he 
walks through tho city for the first time. The 
Impetus then given to tho work has carried it 
on until now probably no large city of the 
Union, as a whole, equals this In beauty. Yet, 
curiously, scattered among the finest dwell- 
ings throughout the oity are unsightly build- 
ings, occupied mostly by the colored popula- 
tion. This unnatural condition Is duo to the 
fact that, as the designers Intended, the city 
should be hullt to the east of thecapltol; the 
prloo of land advanced there, and the poorer 
classes naturally sought cheaper lands to the 
northwest of It But the wealthy did not long 
continue to pay these unreasonable prices for 
land either, BO they, too, pushed to the north- 
west, and, as a resalt. tho bulkllng-up of the 
city has been a gradual wecding-out process 
of shanties to make way for more woithy 
structures. 


The capital as It 15, Washington Is vieited 


by all classes of people from all countries, 
aod many become charmed with .American 
people and manners, and if their purse be 
long enough, make this their homo. 
This 


gives spice to society here, and peihapg ac- 
counts for some of the many French and 
other literary clubs. The people of Washing- 
ton, as a class, are well-dressed, and their ap- 
pearance seems to bo quite In harmony with 
the surroundings, but unfortunately, some 
well-dressed people are dudes. It Is said that 
an Athenian gentlemen, who appeared upon 
tho street without his walking-stick:, wae re- 
regarded with suspicion, and il the same view 
of tho custom was held here, 1 doubt that the 
cane would bo ia much greater favor. 


Spring was fully two weeks behind Us usual 


time of coming, but already the trees have 
lined the streets with a foliage that almost 
shuts from view tho long lines of houses. 
Where the shade is dense and continuous one 
would expect mud, but nothing has struck me 
more forcibly than the complete absence of 
the "article." The streets are paved with a 
concrete composed of asphaltum, trom the 
Island of Trinidad, cement and 
powdered 


stone, at a cost of from $3.00 to IS.oOper square 
yard. The composition Is laid on hot and 
rolled smooth, and when cold yields very stub- 
bornly to the pick. At night large aweepera, 
drawn by four horees each, sweep the trash 
into windrows at the edgeof thesldewalk, from 
whence It Is carted in the morning, and eo 
nice docs thu make the street! that In the 
quiet parts of the city people prefer them to 
the sldewalis.

Meantime, Gov. Oglesby 


believes he knows what he is about, 
and at last advices had not revoked 
his proclamation. Careful investi- 
gation will prove, we think, that this 
cattle scare, like that of last year, is 
the work of certain professional ve- 
terinarians and others who have 
their own rather than the public in- 
terest to promote. The cattle inter- 
est of the West complains that the 
professional veterinarians—especial- 
ly those in office—have of late years 
become a public nuisance. 
And it 


does look that way.

crops, is not a large reLiirn. Bettc 
crops would bring larger returns anc 
better profits, and the thiuj; to lind ou 
is how to raibe laigor crops and be ccr 
tain of them.

It is greatly dependent on the season, 
a-; a drouth at thu critical time when 
tubers arc forming Mill limit the yield 
on the best prepared soil and with the 
best cultivation, l-'or the general crop 
there is-perhaps no belter condition ol 
the soil than to turn under a cloversoil 
that has been well manured previously 
on the surface. Plow early and then 
work with a tillage implement that will 
mellow the soil as deep as plowed. li 
tliis is not done before planting, it can 
never be done ellcctually. The tubers 
will not grow in hard soil, no matter 
how rich, and after planting the soi| 
can not be mellowed unde.r and close 
about the plants as thoroughly as be< 
fore. Plant early and not too thick on 
common soil. As beforestatcd, no one] 
lias learned for a certainty just what is) 
the best way to prepare the seed, bul 
that cut one eye to a piece will go tin) 
farthest and has proved as productive 
a.s any method. 
One method of select- 


ing seed that would seem to be in the 
line of improvement is when digging' 
to select for seed thfi most productive 
hills and the best tubers in such hills.

'•al good to potato growers, by the dis- 
^overy of the cause and prevention of 
his malady.

Almoor is tbe name tho Arabs give 


tho utterly barren kind of desert. Thi 
is truly tho ideal deserl,

mainly of hard gravel plainsdtversificc 
by zones of deep sand, rocky ricjgcs, 
sometimes of considerable altitude, 
aud rugged defiles. 


It is absolutely dostitute of all vege 


tation, and conseqweDthaof animal life 
Only tbe ostrich and hyena cross* 
swiftly by night, and the vullure 
hovers over the caravans Joy day. No 
a tree, not a bush, not a blade of grass 
relieves the glare of the sunlight upon 
the yellow sand. 


No one can resist the solemn impres 


sion oi deep silence and infinite spa& 
produced by the desert. When ni^h 
has come and the soWietB and Bedouins 
are asleep in the bivouacs, walk away 
under the unequalled African moon 
beyond the first ridge of sand orrocfes 
Around yon stretches a boundless sea 
like horiztin. Tho sand* gleaufe almos 
as white as snow. Sot a sound fall; 
upon tne ear, not Uje mulnmr of i 
breeae, not the rustle ol a leaf of grass 
not the hum of the smallest insect 
Silence—only silence'—as profound a, 
cl-eath, unless^t is broken by tbe how 
of a prowling hyena or the distant roa 
of the king of beasts. 


Within the limits of Egypt and thi 


Soudan theso.desolatc ntmoors estenc 
over three-quarters of a million o 
square miles, never rrodden*by the foo 
of man. Only a few caravan-trail 
cross them in their narrowest parts 
with scanty wells at long intervals 
and the necessities of trade can alon 
account for their being penetrated a 
all. They are like oceans, where cara 
vans pass each other in haste, like vcs 
sels at sea. 


The marches are perfectly terrible 


and yet it is worse to halt during th 
day than to keep in motion, for th 
heat makes sleep or rest impossible 
even under canvas. With tho burning 
sand under your feet and the vertics 
sac over your head, you are as betwee 
tbe lids of an oven. In summer th 
thermometer rises to one hundred an 
fifty and one hundred and sixty de 
grees. 


The air that blows feels as if it ha 


just passed through a furnace or brick 
kiln. Over the plains it quivers visibl 
in the sun, as if rising from a red-ho 
stove, while the mirage mocks you 
senses with the most Kl'e-like images o 
lakes, ponds and rippling waters. 
Were not the nights comparatively cofl 
(eighty degrees in summer), neithej 
men nor animals could endure the ten 
rible ordeal.—The Century.

Sir Stafford Nortbcote, Beaconsfield's 
colleague and friend, said of the prim- 
rose that "it grows everywhere in tho 
country, flowering in the most disad- 
vantageous and most discouraging 
ituations; and comes in the very be- 
ginning of spring, spreading itself over 
rurfields as a type of fresh hope, fresh 
determination and fresh interest to 
men." 


In all ages, and among almost every 


jeople, flowers have been adopted as 
symbols, types and emblems of human 
combination, affection and 
loyalty, 


t'he young reader need scarcely be 
reminded of the red and white roses 
which were the badges of tbe Lancas- 
trian and York rivals to the English 
,hrone. 


Ent 
this symbolism 
of 
flowers 


dates back to periods far older tha'i 
he time of the wars of the ROSPS. 
The ancient nations bad each its ern- 
)lematic flower. The special flower of 
:he Hindoos, for instance, has always 
:ecn the marigold. The Chinese dis- 
play as their national flower the gor- 
cous chrysanthemum. 
The Assyrians have for ages proudly 


worn the water-lily. Egyptians delight, 
most of all in the heliotrope; though 
:he papyrus leaf, used by the ancient 
Egyptians in place of paper, may also 


regarded in a bi°;b sense as tho sym- 


bolic plant of the Nile. 


The Greeks and Romans were in tho 


jabit of distributing the flowers in their 
.usurious gard.cns.ain.OQg the gods and 
Jcmi-gods;"ja3t as in yet remoter times 
the sweet basil and the moon-flower 
were sacred to Asiatic deities. 


In the Kornan custom, to Juno xrni 


devoted the lily, to Venus the myrtle 
and the rose, to Minerva the olive and, 
the violet; Diana had the dittany, Ceres 
the poppy, Mars tho ash, Bacehus the 
grapeleaf, Hercules the poplar, and 
Jupiter, naturally, the monarch of 
trees, the oak. 


So, we may infer that among tho 


Romans, the lily and the oak wero the 
emblems of power; the myrtle and the 
rose, of love, the olive and the violet, 
of learning; tho ash, of war; and tho 
grape-leaf, of festivity. 


Even the clays of the week, as we 


use them now, are named from deities 
who bad each his special flower; the: 
Sim (Sunday), the sunflower; the Moon 
(Monday), "the daisy; Tuesday (tlie 
god Tui's day), the violet; Wednesday 
(the god Woden's day), the blue 
monkshood; Thursday (the god Thor's 
day), the burdock; Friday (tlie god- 
dess Froa's day), the orchis; and Sat- 
urday (Saturn's day), the horse-tail. 


Wo find also that in our own time, 


the sacred days in the calendar of the 
English Church have all their flower 
or plant emblems; the principal of 
which are, the holly for Christmas, the 
palm of Palm Sunday, and the amnr. 
anth for All Saints' Day. 


Monarchs and nations have often 


had their symbolic flowers. Tho thistle 
is tho emblem of Scotland, and Uio 
shamrock of Ireland. 
The fleur-de-lis 


is the badge of the royal boose oi 
France, and the amaranth of that of 
Sweden. 
Tbo rose blooms forever on 


the royal cc<}t-of-arms of England. 


Surely nature bears no product mort 


gracefully adapted to such symbolism 
than, the flowers, in the infinity of their 
forms, colors aad poetic significance.

PORPOISES. 


Tlie Flesh of Iho Fish Bccominc an Article 


of Use as rood. 


Porpoise ashing promises Lo become 


one oE the principal industries on the 
New Jersey coast. 
At first porpoises 


were caught for the sfcin and Blubber 
alone, the carcasses beJng thrown away 
or in a few instances used as fertilizers. 
From the blubber is extracted a very 
fine ml, while the skin makes a superior 
quality of leather. Some time JasMal 
it was discovered that porpoiae flesh 
was savory to the taste, and it soon be- 
came popular as an article of food 
The juioy red meat, which is taken from 
beneath a layer of rat nest to She skin, 
is pronounced by epicures to be more 
palatable llian any porter-house steak 
ever cooked. In appearance it resem 
bles beef, but is more solid and of finei 
grain and very tender. Some persons 
say that it tastes like venison, and tha' 
there is nothing of the fishy tastn 
about it. Last fall New York fisl 
dealers offered two cents per pound for 
the carcasses, but, they will command 
a much higher figure next summer 
The fishermen have received orders 
from prominent Philadelphia and Nev 
York hotels and restaurants, and it i= 
believed that there will be a demam 
for the meat which can cot be met 
In addition to thia^ much of it will b< 
dried and placed upon tbe market. 
I 


is superior to dried beef, as in thi 
state it retains nil of its sweetness, am 
is still as tcndef as when fresh. Th 
porpoises weigh from three hundred to 
lour hundred pounds, and are caugh 
in a seine, which is necessarily large 
and cumbersome, as tbe fish are rerj 
powerful when they are in the water 
Last year a seine about one tbousam 
yards long, with a net reaching almos 
to the bottom of the sea, was used, bu 
it was seldom that more than half a 
dozen fish were taken in a haul. Im 
proved seines will be used this season 
Each porpoise was estimated to b 
worth twenty dollars when nothin; 
but the blubber and skin were used 
but now that the flesh is in demand am 
extra fine oil is extracted from th 
heart, it fa said that they will be wort 
more thstn double that amount.—Ho* 
ten Transcript. 


PASTURES. 


TTi« Practice ot Turning Stock Into th* 


Fields in Spring a Very Injurious One. 
The old practice of turning cattle 


ind sheep out to pasture as soon 03

;lear of snow, is yet continued in 
rome portions of tho country, but, as a 
rule, farmers have learned that it is a 
very wasteful practice to turn cattle 
nto the pastures, even for a few hoars 
n the middle of the day, until there is 
a good growth of grass for them to 
teed os. There are yet some who still 
>ersis* in following in the footsteps of 
,heir ancestors; they seem to have an

ihey do not stop to eons.dsr 'to\v mad; 
jnore food it will take to keep a cow 
J>at is roving over fifty acres of land. 
;han it will to keep one that is kept in 
;he barn, or in a small sheltered yard, 
nor do they think of the great damage 
;o the pasture by tbe feet of the cattle. 


When the land is soft every step ot 


an animal destroys ten times as much 
summer feed as the animal will get; in 
"act, the farmer who turns his cattle 
out earlv in the spring makes it a- prac- 
tice, as a rule, to keep his cattle out in 
Ihe autumn until the land is covered 
with snow; so the grass has been fed 
so close that there is but very little left 
to cover the grass roots, or to furnish 
food for tho cattle in the early spring. 
Bad as our pastures are, when we con- 
sider how many of them are treated, 
it is really a wonder they are no worse. 


The cattle are v-ery sure to keep tho 


best grasses gnawed down very close 
to the ground, thus exposing the roots 
to tUe severe cold, as well as sudden 
changes of weather. The time isjioni- 


j when mwh^ more cltcntjpji. will be 


jiiSJi to tlnTeare 5*fmf fjasrareS^vhen 
Tt does como (he cattle will not Be 
turned into them until the grass is well 
started, and the land has become well 
settled, thus giving tho hotter qualities 
of grasses a chance to become well 
rooU'd. By beginning to feed a pas- 
ture too early .in, tho spring the feed ia 
kept s"6 snort that llie firstjdry- week in 
summer will burn up what little grass 
there is, thus leaving the roots so ex- 
posed that many of them will die, leav- 
ing bare places which will invite the 
growth of undesirable plants. It is by 
this practice that many pastures be- 
come covered with coarse grasses, 
weeds and bushes. If care be taken to 
give the better qualities of grasses time 
to gut well started before feeding It off, 
there will be something to protect tho 
roots during dry weather, and with a 
little encouragement by way of fertil- 
izers the ground may be kept so covered 
with the better varieties of grasses that 
the weeds and bushes will be easily kept 
out. Better feed the cattle at the barn a 
few weeks longer than usual than turn 
them out before grass gets well started. 
—Massachusetts Ploughman. 


MILK FOR BABES. 


riie ICIml of 3QIK Best Calculated to Pro- 


mote tlie Health of XnCiDl£. 


To bo a perfect food for infants, 


milk musl be of tlie very best quality. 
This statement is not meant to convey 
the impression that it must bo very rich 
in cream, or any one of its other parts; 
but that it should be in as sweet, pure, 
perfect coaditioa a* possible. Cow's 
milk, as it averages when the milk of 
several cows is mixed together, is rich 
enough in fats and other constituents, 
•and often needs diluting. 
An excess 


ol cifeam impairs rather than improves 
it for this elaas of consumers. An ex- 
rcess would be about as objectionable as 
>a deficiency. It is important that it 
[Should come from a saw in good 
health, and fed on eweet and whols- 
some food; for the quality and whole- 
eomeness of milk will vary with tha 
character of the food from which it ia 
made. 


To produce the best milk tor infants, 


the animals giving it should neither be 
overfed nor underfed. 
One extreme 


would bo as unfortunate as tbe other. 
Milk becomes yitiated when Jb secre- 
tion is over-stimulated. In pant, at 
least, milk is derived from decomposi- 
tion of tissue; and when this goes on 
actively, fragments of tissue break 
away without being perfectly dissolved; 
and may be seen suspended m the milk. 
The fragments that are small enough 
to pass through an ordinary strainer 
remain in the milk, and by their rapid 
decomposition affect 
its flavor and 


quality. 


For infants' nse, milk from cows giv- 


ing rather a moderate quantity is to be 
preferred to that from cows producing 
unusually large yields. Whenmilk be- 
comes irregular from extremes in feed- 
ing, it is greatly improved by filtering 
it through a sack of pulverized char- 
coal. Filtering it through filter paper 
will help it very much, but charcoal is 
better. The filier will catch all the 
objectionable solids, and the absorbent 
ampacity of tlie charcoal will take up 
all the prominent odors, and the milk, 
will come out with a decidedly new 
and delicious flavor, and much im- 
proved in a sanitary point of view. 
One who has c-ot tried it will be sur- 
prised at tlie quantity of 
offensive 


matter that will soon collect in the 
charcoal.— Prof. //. B. Arnold, in N.Y. 
Tribune. 


Study of Things. 


Parents and teachers will do well to 


turn the thoughts of the young to the 
careful observation a ad study of par- 
ticular things round about them. 
By 


calling attention to the robin that hops 
from limb to limb, one may lead a 
child to observe its plumage, its habits, 
its nest, its eggs, its winter haoits, etc., 
till, interest being aroused and powers 
of observation stimulated, the child 
becomes not only an ornithologist, but 
able to observe and reflect upon a hun- 
dred other things. 
So a flower, a 


stone, the eight of a star, may open the 
gate to vast and wonderfully entertain- 
ing realms of thought 
Begin soon, 


that observation and reflection may bo 
early developed. It is a rare privilege 
to open fields of thought to the eager 
mind of childhood.—Golden Rule.

NEW YORK, May 5.—While workmen 


were engaged shoveling up a girder IE 
the basement of a building in the real 
of No. 13 Atlantic avenue, Brooklyn, thi: 
morning, one of the needles used 1» 
packing up the beams gave way, caus. 
ing the entire building to collapse. Oi 
the second floor was a soap manufao. 
tory, in which were the furnaces foi 
healing the couldrons. 
Tho 
buildinf 


took 
lire immediately, and a terrible 


panic ensued among thu inmates. 
There 


were at the time 230 persons in thf 
buiMing, including many girls employed 
on Ihe upper floors. 
The west wing o! 


the building, [ranting on Atlantic avenue, 
went down entirely, aud it is snpposec 
that many persons were carried down in 
the ruins. The Humes communicated tc 
the remainder of the structure, which 
was stamlin!!, and soon the whole build' 
ing was in flames. 


A fire alarm was sounded a'tcr mucli 


delay. This brought Ihc flrst coutingenl 
of firemen, but they were unable to cope 
with Humes which were now mountinc 
high above the building and pouring forth 
from different windows. 
A second and 


third al-.irm inul finally a gcui'ral one was 
sounded, ami suon fhu streets in the 
vicinity actually su.irnied \\ith fire ap- 
paratus of all ki'uls. Tne firemen S'ioc 
had scores of streams playing on the 
burning structure. 


The burning buildings wro situated in 


rear of buildings fronting on Atlantic 
avenue, Hicks and Slate streets, aud 
Columbia place. The entrances to them 
were ou Columbia place,an I State street, 
and through two alleyways on Atlautic 
avenue. 


When the wing of the collapsed build- 


ing fell it crushed into the tenement 
houses 53 and 55 Atlantic avenue. 
Mrs. 


Henrietta Hans, fifty-eight years of age, 
and her daughter Emniii, aged thirty 
years, were in the rear room of the sec- 
ond floor of the house number 55. They 
were burled under the ruins. Fireman 
Buff, of engine No. 4, and his men soon 
succeeded in digging them out. They 
were both badly Injured. Mrs. Hans 
died while being removed to the hospital, 
ami but little hope is entertained for the 
recovery of her daughter. 


.Subsequently, while tnemcn of this en- 


pine were engaged in throwing streams 
on the Barnes, the wall gave way, and 
buried Firemen Bernard Stark and Mi- 
chael T. Regan. They were quickly ex- 
tricated by their companions. They were 
both badly injured aronnd the body, nnd 
suffered severe scalp wounds. Both men 
were taken to the hospital. 


Fireman Dougherty, of the Star Com- 


pany, was struck on the head by a falling 
brick and seriously injured, 


The falling and burned building was 


occupied on the llrst floor by George 
Whiltaker, machinist, and Peter Watson, 
carpenter. 


The second floor was occupied by Wm. 


Durell, metal spinner; Win. Daniels, 
paint mill; the Catlin lamp works; Frifuk 
W. Kitiier, machinist; George A. Young, 
paint machinery, and Wm. C. Bellami, 
borax" soap manufacturer. 


The third floor was used by II. J. Judd, 


maker of rollers for window shades; 
lienj. A. Moore, kalsoniiner, and Boyle & 
McCurtis. shiit nriunfactnrcrs. 


On the fourth floor was the IT. Ger- 


main lamp work.-; Elliott & Ludlam, 
flbhiug rods, aud II. Boshen, manufact- 
uicr. 


The fifth floor was occupied by Milo 


Hiucs, button maker. 


A total ol 250 persons were in the 


bnllding at the time, and when it settled 
after breaking the jack pin, a terrible 
panic ensued, which increased when the 
flames broke out. In the employ of Milo 
Hines were some fifty girls. These rush- 
ed to the windows and"shouted for help, 
and it was with the utmost difficulty that 
they were 
persuaded 
from throwing 


themselves headlong into the street. Sev- 
eral threw themselves into the street be- 
fore they could be reached, and were bad- 
ly hurt. It is impossible at this time to 
make any definite statement as to the 
nunrber of persons killed. It Is believed 
that ten women at least are burled in the 
ruins. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., May 6.—The build- 


ings in the rear of No. 55 Atlantic street, 
in which the disastrous Ore occurred yes- 
terday morning, have long been a source 
of solicitude to the firemen, owing to 
their peculiar construction. They take 
in the entire block excepting about one 
hundred feet oil State slreet, between 
Columbia place and Hicks street, and 
have three large wings which extend to 
wilhin a few feet of a row of tenements 
on Atlantic street. The buildings were 
occupied by twenty small manufacturers, 
and the number of persons employed 
therein is stated to be about flve hundred 
in all. 


The buildings are four stories high, 


and were erected twenty-seven years ago. 
The wood work burned like tinder, and 
owing to the generally inflammable char 
acter of the structure, there was hardly 
any chance for escape. The flre is now 
believed to have been caused by the over- 
turning of the boilers ol the soap fac- 
tory on the second floor, which were np- 
Btt by the settling of the building when 
one of the jacks supporting the rest broke, 
At the scene of the disaster all is confu- 
sion, the ruins are still smouldering and 
the work of searching for the bodies is 
carried on with much difficulty. 
Crowds 


• of people have gathered in the vicinity of 
the burned buildings, watching the'prog- 
ress of the searching party. From the 
last police returns it is now believed the 
Dumber of lives lost will Dot amount to 
more than a dozen, and this compara- 
tively small loss of life, considering the 
number of persons in the building at the 
time, is truly surprising.
